He also previ- 
ously served as Town Clerk and as a member of the Board 
of Health in the Town of Winthrop, MA.

"Book Benefit" 
Sippican Book Fair to Fund Trip

This past week, Sippican Elementary School in 
Marion held its third annual book fair to benefit the sixth 
grade class and their upcoming spring trip to the White 
Mountains in New Hampshire, known as "The Wilder- 
ness Classroom." 

Aimee Fox, a coordinator for the activity fund, 
helped to organize the book fair with the help of 35 
parent volunteers. Scholastic Books, the vendor for the 
event, packages all of the displays which are shipped to 
the school and set up by volunteers. Displays included 
picture books for younger children, a variety of adventure 
and fantasy literature for older kids, and books for adults, 
too. Gifts and other items were also available for purchase 
to support the sixth graders. 

"There are 55 kids in the sixth grade class," said 
Ms. Fox. "So, it is quite remarkable that we had 35 parent 
volunteers from that grade." 

During the fair, parents donated anywhere from 
one to seven hours of their time, and all were essential to 
the fair running smoothly, she said, adding that Scholas- 
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tic Books was very impressed with Sippican's parental 
involvement. 

Ms. Fox estimated that the fair raised $3,000. That 
money is allocated for expenses involved in the students' 
trip to "A Mountain Classroom." 

"The bus alone costs $1,250," she said. Last year, 
each student paid $65 to attend the three-day trip. All 
other expenses were covered by fund raisers. 

"The Mountain Classroom" is part of the sixth 
grade curriculimi which focuses on geography, geology 
and environmental science. Students prepare for the trip 
all year by engaging in reading and activities that pertain 
to understanding and caring for the outdoors. This year 
the majority of sixth graders will attend the three-day trip 
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which is affiliated with the Appalachian Mountain Club 
(AMC). 

Bill Roseman, a social studies teacher at Sippican 
School, said that Sippican students have been visiting the 
White Mountains in "one form or another" for the past 30 
years. The school has been involved in AMC's "A Moun- 
tain Classroom" for the past eight years. 

"A Mountain Classroom" helps students to gain 
a deeper understanding of the natural world. This year 
students will bunk in lodges at the base of the moun- 
tain and then make day excursions into the wilderness. 
Students study geology on mountainsides overlooking 
glacial cirques, and learn about forest ecology while hik- 
ing among the trees. 

Mr. Roseman said that the AMC guides share 
their knowledge and expertise with students allowing the 
students to get a new perspective on nature and the envi- 
ronment. One component of the program, called "Leave 
No Trace," helps students learn to protect and respect 
nature by teaching them to enjoy the outdoors with mini- 
mum impact on the land. 

Sixth grade Sippican School students will head for 
the White Mountains at the end of May. Other fundraising 
events for the activity include parent-student basketball 
games and car washes. Donations can be made to the Sip- 
pican School Activity Fund.

Mattapoisett Selectmen's Meeting 

December 19, 2006

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Tuesday, December 19 
at 7:00 pm by Chairman Jordan C. Collyer. Also present 
were Selectman Raymond H. Andrews, Selectman Ste- 
phen J. Lombard, Town Administrator Michael J. Botelho, 
and Assistant to the Town Administrator Melody Pacheco. 

The board first approved the minutes of the 
December 12 meeting and then voted to accept the gift 
of a 1988 Ford truck to the Board of Health for use at the 
town landfill. "They do have a need for it ... it will be used 
solely at the landfill and will not be driven (outside)," Mr. 
Botelho said. 

At 7:02 pm the board opened the annual Tax Clas- 
sification Hearing with the Board of Assessors to set the 
town's tax rate for Fiscal Year 2007. 

Selectman Andrews read a letter from resident 
John Folino into the record supporting a single tax rate for 
both residential and commercial property in Mattapoisett. 

"We're happy to report that the state has ac- 
cepted our data evaluations, and there was a two percent 
increase overall across the town," said Assessor Rebecca 
McCullough. "Some (taxpayers) might see a slight in- 
crease, others a slight decrease. We have an excess levy

capacity of $400,606 ... (and) the Board of Assessors is rec- 
ommending a single tax rate of $9.38 per $1,000 of valua- 
tion." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to ap- 
prove a single tax rate for both commercial and residential 
property as recommended by the Board of Assessors. It 
is expected that tax bills will be mailed sometime in early 
January 2007. 

Under Notes and Announcements, the board 

noted: 

• The next regular Selectmen's meetings will be 
held on Thursday, December 28 at 6:00 pm (budget meet- 
ing) and again on Tuesday, January 9, 2007 at 6:00 pm in 
the Town Hall Conference Room. 

• The Town Hall will be closed at 12:00 noon on 
Friday, December 22 for the annual Christmas Party and 
will be closed on Monday, December 25 for the Christmas 
Holiday. 

At 7:07 pm the board met with Seth Mendell and 
Robert Atkinson of the Library Board of Trustees for an 
update on the library expansion and renovation project. 

"We signed the contract (in November 2005), just 
about a year ago ... and we're here to give you a snapshot 
of the project as it stands one year later," Mr. Atkinson 
said. 

According to Mr Mendell, the original contract 
bid was $4,694 million and the Trustees worked to pare 
down that nimiber to $4,366 million by eliminating some

alternate items. "Of course, the cost of the project is 
greater than that ... which (resulted in) a total project cost 
of $5,091 million," he said. 

Upon signing with the contractor on November 
28, 2005, Mr. Mendell noted that amount was adjusted 
to $4,615 million to reflect a change in a newly-negoti- 
ated item. That resulted in a total adjusted project cost of 
$4,992 million. 

As of November 30, 2006 — after just over one 
year of construction — the Trustees have approved five 
change orders totaling $57,204 which brings the overall 
contract price to $4,672 million. 

On the funding side, Mr. Atkinson noted that 
have received $1,480 million in private donations, which

HOLIDAY DANGERS 

What are the most serious holiday dangers to my pet? 
The most common problem associated with pets and the 
Christmas season is the ingestion of tinsel by cats. The tin- 
sel may become lodged in the intestine. The most common 
symptom is frequent vomiting over a short period of time. 
I have heard poinsettias are poisonous. How dangerous are they? 
When eaten, poinsettias cause irritation to the tongue and 
other tissues of the mouth and possibly the stomach. Thus 
they cause discomfort but probably not severe illness. 
How dangerous is chocolate for pets? 
Chocolate is a dose related poison as is coffee. A small 
amount of chocolate is not dangerous, however, when a 10 
pound poodle eats a pound of bakers chocolate, the dogs life 
may be jeopardized. Early signs of chocolate poisoning are 
shaking and hyperactivity.

will be added to the approved state grant of $1,575 mil- 
lion and money allocated by Town Meeting voters in 2002 
($500,000) and again in 2005 ($1,436 million), for a total of 
$5,221 million. 

At this point, Mr. Mendell said they are project- 
ing the total project to cost about $5,170 million when all 
is said and done, with an anticipated completion date of 
July 31, 2007. 

In reviewing these budget projections, both Se- 
lectman Andrews and Selectmen Lombard noted they had 
concerns about future change orders and having sufficient 
funds in the contingency line item to cover those unantici- 
pated costs. 

"First of all, this is a public project ... it belongs to 
the town," Selectman Lombard said. "Certain promises 
were made and we're here to see they are kept. As we go 
through this project, any change to the contract requires 
that it comes out of the contingency fund. The Town Ac- 
countant needs to ... certify that the funds are available to 
make these changes." 

A $200,000 contingency fund within the library 
project budget became a bone of contention for Selectmen 
as the Trustees said they have been putting the interest 
generated from this account back into the project budget. 
That fund — and any interest generated from it — should 
be used to offset the money taxpayers agreed to borrow 
for the library project, according to Selectman Lombard. 

"The town voted to spend so much money on this

project," Selectman Lombard said. "If we were to invest 
some of these monies, that interest should go back to the 

taxpayers." 

Library Trustee Robert Catley, however, disagreed 
and felt that any interest earned on the money earmarked 
for the library project should be put back into the project. 

He also argued that this project is unique because 
it includes the rare mingling of public and private funds 
— the latter of which have been raised through private 
donations. 

"At the outset of this project, we had a pretty con- 
cise list of values we're working with," Chairman Collyer 
said. "We should be working from that set of numbers 
and not adding and subtracting to them. That $200,000 
should be in the town's hands for any contingencies as 
they come up. It's a little confusing trying to find the 
methodology of where the numbers are coming from." 

"I just have concerns that when the (project) is au- 
dited, we've done everything according to Massachusetts 
General Laws," Selectman Andrews said. 

At 8:20 pm the board met with Deborah Smiley 
of the Mattapoisett Tree Committee to discuss a revised 
design for parking and the planned "War Memorial Park" 
to be located on the Mattapoisett Public Library property. 

The new plan would make better use of the green 
open park space located adjacent to the library's new 
handicap entrance and would move the existing war 
memorials to a more proiiiinent space closer to Barstow

Street and also add three additional war memorials to rec- 
ognize those from town who served in subsequent wars 
and conflicts.

"We only have one item on the agenda and that 
is to pick a new Town Administrator," Chairman Jeffrey 
said. "Obviously a lot of thought has gone into this and 
I think the one thing that we all agreed on and said in 
public was that we wanted to make sure we got a well- 
qualified person but someone who also fit with Marion.

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Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

December 18, 2006 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, December 18 at 
6:55 pm by Chairman Bradford Morse. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Dan A. McGaffey, 
Town Administrator Richard LaCamera, and Administra- 
tive Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first met in Executive Session to dis- 
cuss pending contract negotiations. 

Upon returning to Open Session at 7:02 pm, the 
board unanimously approved the minutes of the Decem- 
ber 11 meeting, then discussed the proposed New Bedford 
Road water line extension project for a housing devel- 
opment project near the Rochester /Marion town line. 
Developer Mario DiBona had previously come before the 
board to request the water line extension into Rochester 
and now had plans in-hand as approved by the Marion 
Department of Public Works (DPW). 

"We're putting in a 12-inch line at the request of 
(Marion DPW Superintendent) Rob Zora," Mr. DiBona 
said. "We're extending the water line about 3,800 feet ... 
into Rochester." 

Having just reviewed the plans for the first time 
earlier that day, Mr LaCamera suggested both Rochester 
and Marion should come to an agreement before the proj- 
ect is approved.

"I would suggest I meet with someone in Marion 
so an addendum is signed (on behalf) of both towns," 
Mr. LaCamera said. "The other thing is who is going to 
maintain ... the water line? And if this line is going to be 
(further) expanded into Rochester (at a later date), we 
might want to look at a 16-inch main. I just want to make 
sure that if this line goes in, we have expansion capability 
for the future. If it's going to be a main line, we want to 
make sure we can expand (it later)." 

The Selectmen agreed, having previously noted 
that the town's current elementary school is in the general 
vicinity of this water line extension. 

Based on his suggestions, the board asked Mr. 
LaCamera to further look into the line capacity and the 
specifications with Marion before they approved the proj- 
ect. 

"We should be initiating any water line exten- 
sions into Rochester, with all due respect to Marion," Mr. 
LaCamera added. 

At 7:12 pm the board met with members of the 
Rochester Memorial School Committee and ORR School 
Superintendent Dr. William Cooper to review their pre- 
pared "Statement of Interest" to be submitted to the Mas- 
sachusetts School Building Authority (MSB A) to request 
funding for the future expansion of and/ or renovation to 
Memorial School. This is not an application for funding, 
per se, according to School Committee Chairman Sharon 
Hartley. Rather, it is simply addressing the town's need

for school expansion. 

"This is our lirst step ... and, as you can see, 
we need to set priorities," Ms. Hartley said. "The other 
thing is, they don't want us to submit a project right now 
— they want to see if they agree with our problem and 
needs first." 

Among some of the key priority areas addressed 
in the Statement of Interest, as outlined by Ms. Hartley: 

• Replacement or renovation of a building which 
is structurally unsound or otherwise in a condition seri- 
ously jeopardizing the health and safety of school chil- 
dren, where no alternative exists; 

• Elimination of existing severe overcrowding, as 
determined in the judgment of the Authority; and 

• Prevention of loss of accreditation, as deter- 
mined in the judgment of the Authority. 

Ms. Hartley further explained that the so-called 
"jeopardy to the health and safety of school children" 
would refer to Memorial School's current state of over- 
crowding and the need for additional classroom space. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to sign 
and submit the prepared Statement of Interest to the 
MSBA on behalf of the town. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr 
LaCamera noted: 

• The Rochester Council on Aging (COA) held 
a reception to welcome him earlier in the day, and he 
wished to express his appreciation for their hospitality. 

• The newly -established biweekly employee 
payroll schedule will begin on January 5, 2007. "It's on 
schedule and everyone has been notified," Mr LaCamera 
said. 

• A new handicap access ramp will be installed 
at the side entrance to the Rochester Town Hall this week. 
"Hopefully by the end of the week it will be taken care 
of," he said. 

• He attended the initial budget hearing with 
members of the tri-town Boards of Selectmen, School 
Committees, and representatives of the ORR School Dis- 
trict. 

• He met with the Personnel Board last week and

tion Plan and Personnel By-Laws. "I did provide them 
with some salary structures ... and we're going to be look- 
ing at that instead of hiring an (outside) consultant," Mr. 
LaCamera said. 

• He reviewed some of the computer technology 
requirements for Town Hall as suggested by the Board of 
Selectmen. "My goal is to have a common e-mail system 
that's not run remotely by Comcast but run here on our 
own server/' Mr. LaCamera said. "I'll put together some 
cost estimates in the very near future (for) the board. 
We're probably talking $10,000 to $20,000 to do that, but 1 
think it's important that everyone use the same, common 
system." 

At 7:30 pm the board reopened a Dog Hearing 
on a complaint against a dog identified as "Spirit" owned 
by Lorne and Anne Estabrook of 1 Estabrook Way which 
was originally slated for November 27, then rescheduled 
for December 11, and finally rescheduled for that evening.

James) Huntoon, this was a wolf hybrid," Ms. Lapre said. 
"He said it should be chained up by law. Then I was told 
the animal would be taken to a wildlife refuge ... but 
nothing's been done." 

Lorne Estabrook identified digital photographs 
taken by neighbor Scott Seifert as his dog, so named 
"Spirit." Mr. Estabrook then presented the board with 
a copy of a judgment rendered in his favor at Wareham 
District Court spurred by a complaint filed by Ms. Lapre 
seeking restitution for the dogs that were killed. 

"(My) dog has been in the Rochester school 
system, the kids hang all over him — as you can see it is a 
Husky /Shepherd mix, it looks a little wolfy," Mr. Esta- 
brook said. "I'm confident my dog did not attack (Ms. 
Lapre's) dogs ... that was a coyote attack. My dog hasn't 
done anything wrong and it hasn't been proven he's done 
anything wrong, so I'm being persecuted here for some- 
thing I haven't done." 

"There were a number of incidents which took 
place prior to my taking over the Animal Control De- 
partment," Police Chief Paul Magee said. "My first 
involvement was some time back when I took in some 
complaints. In this case, because there was some previous 
history, I took statements from the neighbors." 

"I (originally) agreed to restrain my dog because 
of some of the complaints that were made against me," 
Mr. Estabrook said. "My dog is restrained by an electric 
fence during the day when someone is there. At night

(he's) restrained by a cable because that area is infested 
with coyotes and everyone knows that." 

Mr. Estabrook was adamant the attacks on Ms. 
Lapre's dogs were committed by coyotes. "Did you or 
did you not make a complaint with the police department 
of several coyotoes — plural — in your yard?" he asked 
neighbor Scott Seifert, who replied he didn't recall. 

"Well, it's on record/' Mr. Estabrook countered. 

"My question is, why isn't my complaint being 
acted on?" Ms. Lapre asked, finally. 

"I think, Mr. Estabrook, you can agree that your 
animal has not been adequately restrained," Selectman 
McGaffey said. "We have an agreement (from you) ... to 
keep your animal restrained and you violated that agree- 
ment." 

"We can't take a chance that another neighbor's 
animal gets hurt," Mr. LaCamera added. "The neighbors 
here are very concerned about their safety and the safety 
of their animals." 

At 8:06 pm the board officially closed the hearing 
and Selectman Nunes noted the board would render a 
decision in this matter at a later date. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 8:07 pm. 

Due to the upcoming holidays, the Board of 
Selectmen will not meet on Monday, December 25 or 
Monday, January 1.

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Lackluster Year

Not to end the year on a negative note, but I do believe 2006 has been 
one of the most lackluster years for movies in quite some time. As I write 
this, they've recently announced the Golden Globe nominations, which are 
usually considered a barometer to what might get nominated for Oscars. Of 
the ten movies nominated in the Drama and Musical/Comedy categories, 
I've seen six, enjoyed three, and would probably rent two of the ones I 
haven't seen. When the Oscars roll around, most of the Musical/Comedy 
nominees will likely be dropped from the Best Picture roster {Dreamgirls 
may make the cut), leaving five Best Picture nominees I either disliked or 
wasn't interested in. 

What happened? There's still no shortage of intriguing movies being 
made. This year I saw (and told you about) two great little independent 
films — the road thriller Zzyzx and the dark comedy The Altruist. But good 
luck finding them at Blockbuster, much less at your local multiplex. Two 
major film artists weighed in with hotly-debated movies this year — Terry 
Gilliam with Tideland and David Lynch with Inland Empire — but they 
got such microscopic releases that, if you don't care to deal with Boston 
traffic, you're pretty much forced to wait for the DVD. Two Richard Lin- 
klater films, A Scanner Darkly and Fast Food Nation, were talked about 
more than actually seen — they came and went rapidly. Have you seen The 
Queen or Little Children! They're Oscar front-runners, but you'll have to 
wait until they get a few Oscar nominations (or awards) before you get to 
see them at the 'plex. 

The communal act of watching movies — sitting in the dark among 
strangers to be told a story — is fast dying. Partly DVD killed it, as well 
as the wide range of affordable home-theater gadgets that offer a better 
viewing experience at home than you'd get in most theaters. Partly it's the 
declining number of decent movies. Partly it's the lack of support for the 
few decent movies. Partly it's you. How many of you made an effort to seek 
out The Fountain when I pleaded with you to see it on the big screen? 

Ah, well. It's too soon to make up a ten-best list, as I haven't seen all 
the year-end movies that tend to cluster around Christmas to be eligible 
for Oscars. I will say that nothing's likely to knock The Fountain off its 
#1 spot on my eventual list, and that there were several films I very much 
enjoyed (or found exceptional, in cases where they can 't really be described 
as "enjoyable"): Dave Chappelle's Block Party, Manderlay, Thank You for 
Smoking, Art School Confidential, Hostel, An Inconvenient Truth, Clerks II, 
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Inside Man, Gamers, 
Film Geek, The De- 
scent, Nacho Libre, 
Snakes on a Plane, 
The Protector, parts 
of Superman Re- 
turns, Borat, Little 
Miss Sunshine, 
The Nightmare 
Before Christmas in 3-D 
(not a new film, but fine old wine in a 
new technological bottle). Fearless, Tenacious D in 
The Pick of Destiny. Good performances in otherwise so-so movies ; 
Meryl Streep in The Devil Wears Prada, Robert Downey Jr in A Scanner 
Darkly, William H. Macy in Edmond, Pierce Brosnan in The Matador and 
his 007 replacement Daniel Craig in Casino Royale. Not a bad roster, but 
not as great as other years. 

Next year might offer a glimmer of hope. After a tumultuous reception 
at Cannes, Southland Tales, director Richard Kelly 's long-awaited follow-up 
to Donnie Darko, is set for release in the spring. Hannibal Rising might be 
trashy fun. Joel Schumacher's The Number 23, a rare dramatic vehicle for 
Jim Carrey, might be interesting. There's a lot of buzz about Craig Brewer 's 
hot-blooded Black Snake Moan. David Fincher 's epic Zodiac could be worth 
a look. Hot Fuzz, the new comedy from the Brits behind Shaun of the Dead, 
looks promising, as does 300, the eye-candy adaptation of Frank Miller's 
Spartan comic. Robert Rodriguez and Quentin Tarantino's double-feature 
project Grindhouse promises to be fun. And that's just the first quarter of 
the year. 

So here's to 2007; may it be better in every way than 2006.

At one time, you would start hearing the bell-peppered sounds 
of the Christmas season about a minute past midnight on Hallow- 
een. But I swear this year I started hearing the strains of "Jingle 
Bells" pumping through the Muzak system at a local store while 
picking up a few last-minute bags of candy for trick-or-treaters. 

Not that I'm wholly adverse to holiday music, mind you. It's 
just I question how the "season" has expanded beyond the param- 
eters of a mere 30 days. And, come to think of it, wasn't it a song 
that declared there were only "Twelve Days of Christmas"? 

Well, in the past I've filled this space with my picks for top 
holiday movies and Christmas CDs, but this year I thought I'd 
rattle off my choices for Top Ten Songs of the Season ... a sort 
of "Casey Kasem Meets The Grinch" exercise. These are those 
rare tinsel-tinged tunes that have the staying power to rattle around 
inside my head with those visions of sugarplums and never-ending 
shopping lists ... even after being overplayed year after year. 

And so, let the countdown begin ... 

10. "Winter Wonderland." There's something irresistibly 
catchy about this song and for me it really captures the essence 
of what I like about the holidays and, more to the point, winter 
in New England. Best recorded version: The Eurythmics (though 
closely followed by Bob Rivers' hilarious parody "Walking 'Round 
in Women's Underwear") 

9. "Jingle Bell Rock." I've had my fill of bouncy traditional 
Christmas songs, but I never tire of this revved-up rock version. 
It's also probably one of the first and finest examples of an original 
pop holiday tune created to rival the classics. Best recorded ver- 
sion: Hall and Oates. 

8. "Christmas Is the Time to Say I Love You." Call this my 
wild card choice, but this rollicking number from forgotten '80s 
rocker Billy Squier is a refreshing change of pace from other hum- 
drum holiday offerings. Those, like me, who remember Squier's 
debut performance of this song live on MTV during its heyday 
— you know, when it showcased music — will also appreciate it 
even more. 

7. "The Little Drummer Boy." Maybe it's because it was 
captured so vividly as one of Rankin/Bass' most underrated ani- 
mated holiday specials, or maybe it's because as a drummer I was 
touched by the poor boy's humbling gift, but this story-told-in-song 
remains a personal favorite. Best recorded version: the classic Bing 
Crosby and David Bowie duet. 

6. "Please Come Home For Christmas." There's a whole 
subgenre of songs with "home" and "Christmas" in their titles, 
but for my money I'm banking on The Eagles' great melancholic 
number which is both sad and oddly uplifting at the same time. I 
have to give props to Don Henley's impeccable vocal performance 
here, too, which remains flawless from the opening strains of "Bells 
will be ringing." 

5. "Do They Know It's Christmas?" Having grown up 
in the MTV age, it's obvious a lot of my seminal taste in music 
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was inspired by watch- 
ing videos. And so the 
grandfather of not only 
the "all-star benefit" but 

also the "all-star holiday music event" _ 
remains high on my list. Band Aid's benefit, which later 
inspired Live Aid and countless other self-serving musician fund- 
raisers, remains an original. Not to mention, it's a pretty good 
song and it's still fun to pick out the varied voices as they trade 
off lyrics. 

4. "Christmas Wrapping." Most probably consider this a 
one-hit wonder from '80s new wave rockers The Waitresses, al- 
though they did have another hit with "I Know What Boys Like." 
Like all of the more contemporary selections on my list, this is a 
true original — a song that could stand on its own merit during the 
first eleven calendar months if it didn't have a holiday theme. 

3. "Have Yourself a Merry Little Christmas." This is prob- 
ably the only song on the list I would consider somewhat nostalgic. 
The lyrics always seem to suggest visions of Christmas past and 
I think the generous, heartfelt sentiments of the holiday season 
come shining through in this ballad. Best recorded version: The 
Pretenders, thanks to Chrissie Hynde's impeccable vocals. 

2. "Happy Xmas (War is Over)." As a Beatles fan, this 
great John Lennon entry has become even more poignant since 
his death (he was killed just before Christmas in 1980). But it is 
also another great example of how a modern songwriter can tap 
into the Zeitgeist of the season and make it his own. When Lennon 
wrote it back in the mid- 1 970s, it was in response to the end of the 
Vietnam War, but it arguably remains just as relevant today. Not to 
mention, it puts fellow Beatle Paul McCartney's awful "Wonderful 
Christmastime" to shame. 

1. "Father Christmas." Okay, so what makes this rather 
subversive Christmas ditty by The Kinks tops on my list? Well, 
for one, it never fails to put a smile across my face whenever I 
hear it for the first time during the holidays. Second, it's a great, 
catchy, original and funny song that also provides an interesting 
bit of social commentary as only Ray Davies can while you're 
not quite paying attention. To wit: "Have yourself a Merry Merry 
Christmas I Have yourself a good time I But remember the kids 
who got nothin' I While you're drinking down your wine." Fine 
food for thought to go along with that holiday ham.

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work that one critic has called "charmingly piquant," and 
concludes with the passionate aria "Se bramate d'amar" 
("If you dare to love him") from Handel's tumultuous op- 
era Ser ses (Xerxes). In between, audiences will be treated 
to the Vivaldi aria "Vedro con mio diletto" from the three- 
act opera II Giustino, written at about that point in his 
career when Vivaldi's international reputation began to 
soar. 

And then there's George Frideric Handel's charm- 
ing Suite #5 in E Major, which highlights the composer's 
mastery of the keyboard. So engaging is the piece, that 
years after he wrote it some insisted that Handel picked 
up the tune from a village blacksmith singing while ham- 
mering on the anvil. That story may be pure myth, but 
listeners' enjoyment ever since is pure fact. 

J.S. Bach's towering St. Matthew Passion, writ- 
ten to celebrate Good Friday, includes the moving aria 
"Er barme dich" ("Have mercy on me"). That ethereal 
and passionate plea, which has transfixed audiences for 
almost 300 years, will be followed on the program by his 
son Carl Philipp Emanuel's Sonata in G minor for Oboe and 
continuo. C.P.E. Bach, whose original approach to music 
pleases in an entirely different, more romantic, way than 
his father's, played and composed throughout his career 
with great emotion. 

Handel's opera Serses, which enacts the convolut- 
ed love story of Xerxes, King of the Persians, includes the 
wonderfully rich aria "Se bramate d'amar" ("If you dare 
to love him"), written originally for a castrato and sung 
these days either by a mezzo soprano or a tenor. This en- 
gaging piece is an emotional roller coaster, with changes 
in tempi and dynamics, all of which reflect the wide range 
of emotions felt by the King as he reads an intercepted 
love letter.
